Hiking permits are already required in 
some areas, but more can be done. For 
example, heavy use of the John Muir 
Trail in the Sierra Nevada Mtns. of 
California has resulted in extreme 
damage of mountain meadows — 
trails are often two and three feet deep 
cut into the surface. Pack trains 
supporting less vigorous, but more 
affluent, campers increase the 
damage. The editor, a former Sierra 
Club mountaineer, recalls several trips 
in 1969. In one case, centuries-old 
Bristlecone Pines were pulled apart for 
firewood above the snow line on the 
slope of Mt. Goddard. Other 
environmental travesties committed by 
dedicated Sierra Clubbers included 
the netting of spawning trout in steams 
feeding several Sierra lakes, in 
violation of Federal law. The. fecal 
contamination of water sources in the 
Mt. Whitney area is well documented. 
It's time we saved the wilderness from 
the Sierra Club hypocrites. Once they 
get a taste of not being able to practice 
their own chosen recreation, maybe 
they'll get the message...

West German Road Race Grand Prix 


Hennen and Baker follow 
Sheene in 500cc; Katayama 
wins with three-cylinder 


Yamaha 350

HOCKENHEIM, W. GERMANY, 
MAY 8 

Barry Sheene widened the gap 
in the 500cc world champion- 
ship with a convincing victory in 
Sunday's West German GP at 
Hockenheim. The British ace 


shattered the circuits absolute 
lap record by more than two 


seconds as he raced his way to 
victory more than nine seconds ahead 
of his Suzuki teammate Pat Hennen. 

Thanks to that fine ride, Hennen, 
who rode from the third lap without a 
clutch, now goes into second place in 
the championship table alongside 
fellow American Steve Baker, who was 
third in Sunday's event. But Sheene is 
now eight points clear of them both. 

Fourth place went to Steve Parrish, 
making it a great day for Texaco 
Herron Suzuki squad, and Steve 
showed the sort of form needed to beat 
top class men like Swiss ace Philippe 
Coulon. 

But Sheene, who took the lead from 
early pace maker Parrish on the third 
lap, must have been thankful that 
Giacomo Agostini was an early 
retirement. The former world cham- 
pion had moved through to second 
place on his 500cc Yamaha four cylin- 
der, before it seized, and a bitterly 
disappointed Ago was close to tears as 
he pushed back to the pits. 


World champion Angel Nieto, 
talked into racing in the 50cc class 
again by the Bultaco factory, slid off 
at the Sachs curve on the penultimate 
lap of the tiddler race, and threw away 
the chance of victory. 

Little Angel had just outbraked 
West German Herbert Rittberger to 
grab the lead once more, but the front 
wheel locked up, and down he went. 
While Rittberger, Italian Eugenio 
Lazzarini and Angel's new teammate 
Ricardo Tormo sped past Angel clim- 
bed back on the bike, and re-started. 

Then, just a few hundred yards fur- 
ther on Tormo,, who had set the 
fastest lap of the race while he battled 
to catch the leading trio, crashed at 
the corner just after the start and 
finish area, and he was out! 

Rittberger galloped on to an easy 
win, with his Van Veen Kreidler 
teammate Lazzarini a good second, 
and Nieto third. 

The 50cc battle had been run in the 
rain, which had started during the 
night, but it had eased before the end 
of the race, and during the 17-lap 
125cc event the Hockenheim circuit 
was rapidly drying. 

It was still slippy at first, though, as 
a few found to their cost. One lucky 
man in the middle of the pack slid off 
at the start and though many had to 
take to the grass they all missed him 
and his machine as they slid across the 
track, at the first bend. 
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to win the 250cc race. 


Next to go down was Hungarian 
Janos Drapal, who had been in second 
spot, Behind the works Morbidelli of 
Pirpaolo Bianchi. He was unhurt, but 
it left Eugenio Lazzarini on his Mor- 
bidelli, who with Bianchi had been 
joint fastest in practice, to take up the 
challenge. 


Bianchi, though was in a class of his 
own. He steadily opened a gap over 
Lazzarini, and the race lacked real in- 
terest until the closing stages, when to 
the delight of the home crowd, Anton 
Mang nipped ahead on the last lap to 
take third spot. 


Nieto lost a place on the last lap, 
too, when another German, Gert Ben- 
der, after a sluggish start grabbed fifth 
spot. 

By mid-day the track was almost 
completely dry, and slick tyres were 
permitted. What a good thing it was, 
that the rain had stopped, for 
somehow it just didn’t seem likely the 
race would have been anything like so 
good if it had been wet. 


What a great race it was! It started 
with South Africans Alan North and 
Jon Ekerold battling together without 
any quarter asked, or given. But while 
this pair had the crowd on their toes 
Takazumi Katayama on the new, 
three cylinder 350cc Yamaha was 
gaining ground. 

But it took a near record lap to put 
zooming Taxi into the lead after six 
laps, with Ekerold sticking grimly to

his tail, and North a good third. 

Tom Herron, who had made a great 
start off the second row of the grid, 
was still fourth, as he had been fro 
the first corner, but behind him Fren 
chman Olivier Chevellier and Swi 
youngster Philippe Bouzanne werd 
being overhauled by  Giacomq 
Agostini, with the second three cylin 
der Yamaha. 

Ekerold's race was not te last foy 
much longer. By the end of lap seve 
he had lost a great deal of ground 
when his clutch suddenly failed and 
two laps later the unlucky Sout 
African had been forced to stop 
altogether with the same problem. 

Takazumi, meantime was leaving 
Alan North trailing behind, and a 
Giacomo Agostini piled on the 
pressure, with Chevellier, refusing tq 
be overawed in his slipstream, i 
became obvious that even runnerug 
spot might slip from North's grasp. 

And so it did. Ago, shattering 
Cecotto's existing lap record on the 
17th lap, rocketed through to second 
place then, and Chevellier, never morq 
than a few lengths behind him 
couldn't quite find enough pace td 
beat him in the run-in to thg 
checkered flag. ` 

North was fourth, happy to tak 
some more points in his quest for 4 
world title, but disappointed to have 
slipped back in the 20-lap battle. Sd 
too was Tom Herron, who couldn'

"Yeaaaa, we're on the move,” screamed Mid- 
America Half Mile National winner Jay Spring:

Mafia is gonna roll over all the competition,

Hey, we're going for it. 

In an orange and black blur, the 
Harley-Davidson wrecking crew pulled 
a one-two-three sweep as Jay led the 
way followed by teammates Ted 
Boody and Corky Keener. The trio 
were followed closely by the Yamahas 
of last year's winner, Hank Scott, and 
Kenny Roberts. 

The one-two placing of Springer 
and Boody. combined with Roberts’ 
fifth still left Kenny (61) with the 
points lead and Springer and Boody 
inching up with 49 points apiece. 

The Oklahoma State Fairgrounds 
track, as it had been last year, was the 
victim of rain and, like last year, 
turned into a rutted motocross-like 
surface before practice was half over. 
By the time the National rolled 
around, the track was classified by 
most riders as having no safe place to 
ride although only a few get-offs were 
recorded during the entire day. 


Time Trials 

Last years winner, Hank Scott, 
proved he and his Shell Racing 
Yamaha still knew the way around OK 
City as he dipped his qualifying run 
into the 24-second bracket at 24.871; 
the only rider to do so. Boody, 
Springsteen and Keener followed with 
Phil McDonald's Bel Ray Harley 
rounding the top five. Harley privateer 
Odel Davis took 48th qualifier. 

Hank Scott took the win in heat one, 
but it took him five laps to come from 





a poor start to the lead. John Johnson, 
on the H-D of Washington/Sizemore 
Traveland Harley, held the lead for 
the opening five laps while Scott 
worked past the self sponsored Harley 
of Dave Aldana, Ed Daley's Red Daley 
Harley, the Warren H-D. of | Scott 
Drake before challenging and passing 
Johnson for the lead coming out of 
turn three. The attention then turned 
to the Drake-Aldana battle for third 
which Drake won with a last lap pass 
of Aldana out of turn four. 

The only two Florida riders in the 
program — Alan Loughhead (Pates 
H-D) and Jay Levingston (Jim's 
Yamaha) bumped themselves into the 
haybales in turn one on the opening 
lap of heat two, bringing out the red 
flag. Both were uninjured, but only 
Levingston restarted. On the second 
try Ted Boody claimed the lead with 
Steve Morehead, on the KK Insurance 
& KK Supply Harley, immediately 
challenging. Boody, working with an 
unscuffed tire and Morehead, with his 
gearing a little off, ran head to head 
until their problems began to work for 
and against them, respectively. Mike 
Collins held third right down to the 
last. turn of the last lap when the 
Zanotti Enterprises Harley of Steve 
Eklund, zapped him for third and the| 
transfer to the National. 

Heat three belonged to Springer, 
but it was Gary Scott's ride that had 
the crowd on it's feet. Scott, mired 
back in eighth on the opening lap,

worked every inch of the track on his 
Evel Knievel Special Harley to slice 
through traffic up to fourth by the 
white flag lap. He then dispatched 
Randy Goss and his Bart Markel, Full 
House, Vista Sheen Harley for third on 
the backstraight and was into the 
National. Springer ran the fastest heat 
and was followed by Terry Poovey on 
the Team Poovey/lvy's H-D Harley. 

Privateer Del Armour, the KK 
Supply Harley of Rickey Campbell 
and Billy Eves led off heat four for the 
first two laps with Eves slingshoting the 
duo for the lead on lap three. On the 
following lap Roberts put his Yamaha 
International mount past Keener for 
the lead after Keener had zapped Eves 
and-his Bel-Ray Harley.

The amendment 
also authorizes federal agencies to adopt the 
policy that portions of the public lands shall 
be closed pending the completion of studies as 
to their permanent designation as suitable or 
not suitable for use by off-road vehicles. : 

This amendment will not result in an 


arbitrary or blanket closure of the public 


lands. Moreover, it will only affect those off- 
road vehicles actually responsible for 
environmental damage. Thus, where 
snowmobiles, for example, cause no harm 
during the winter, they will not be restricted 
simply because motorcycles are causing 
damage during the summer. ®

Riders strike at Austrian GP: 


Massive pileup leaves Cecotto 
with demolished arm

SALZBURG, AUSTRIA, MAY 1 


A rider's strike brought 


the 


Austrian Grand Prix to a sad, 
bitter and delayed conclusion at 


the Salzburgring. The 


cause of the boycott was a five 
man pile up in the opening 
350cc race, but the confusion 
during the crash, the delay in 
treating injured riders, and the at- 
titude of the organizers didn’t improve 
tempers, and only 14 riders lined up 
for the 500cc race. 

The crash came in the eighth lap of 
the 350cc event, when Franco Uncini's 
Harley Davidson appeared to lock- 
up, and he fell at the flat-out-in-top- 
gear right-hander at the top of the hill 
at the back of the pits. 

Debris and fuel fetched off Johnny 
Cecotto, Patrick Fernandez and Dieter 
Braun, who were close behind the 
Italian, and while panic stricken mar- 
shals attempted to sort out the car- 


cia 
initial 
nage, Swiss rider Hans Stadelmann 
crashed, too. 

It took eight minutes to get the first 
ambulance to the scene, and another 
six minutes before all the injured had 
been loaded into the rest of the am- 
bulances. 

But Stadelmann died on the way to 
the hospital, and the treatment of the 
others was delayed when an accident 
on the nearby autostrade filled the 
casualty department's capacity beyond 
its limits. 

South African Kork Ballington, fet- 
ched off when hit by Christian Sarron 
earlier in the race, saw Patrick Fer- 
nandez crying out in pain for more 
than half an hour before doctors cut 
away his leathers to treat a deep 
wound in his back. 

Johnny Cecotto broke his arm in five 


places, Dieter Braun suffered con- 
cussion, and Franco Uncini was 
released after observation, but Fer- 
nandez was reported to be in a serious 
condition on Sunday night. 

Luckiest of all was perhaps South 
African Alan North. He had lead the 
race in the early stages till he had had 
to stop to pull off a blocked petrol tank 
breather pipe. That lost him five 
places, and a lot of ground. 

The leader, Jon Ekerold was well 
clear of the crash, but North was still 
chasing to get back on terms with the 
others, and he too missed the accident. 


Ekerold kept on racing, and stret- 
ched his lead from six seconds to more 
than 20, while North suddenly found 
Giacomo Agostini on his heels, and as 
they raced to the line on the 17th lap 
Ago nipped ahead for second spot. 


The Italian was angry the race had 
been stopped at this stage, and «here 
was good reason for his dismay. The 
thing should, and could have been 
stopped within seconds of the disaster. 


Barry Sheene and Philippe Coulon 
tried to persuade start line officials to 
put out the red flag, but they and FIM 
Safety Officer Brian Littler were 
manhandled as they tried to stop the 
event. 

A riders’ meeting on the start line 
decided nothing, and the 125s went 
out late, to run a very boring 30 laps! 
Little Eugenio Lazzarini on a Mor- 
bidelli won, beating reigning cham- 
pion Pier Paolo Bianchi and Austrian 
Harold Bartol. 

But things might have been dif- 
ferent if Angel Nieto's Bultaco had 
done more than one lap. 

It was obvious that there was not 
going to be many prepared to run in 


the 500cc class, and wisely the 
organizers elected to put the sidecar 
race on while they touted for 
customers to run in the solo class. 

The sidecar race was superb, and 
will have done much to boost George 
O'Dell's world championship hopes. 
He led for 13th laps, after taking 
the lead from early pacemaker Alain 
Michel. Using the old outfit and last 
years Yamaha engine, O'Dell, with 





Kenny Arthur working hard in the 
chair, held off Michel, and then Swiss 
star Rolf Biland for much of the race, 
but Biland’s device was quicker, and 
he accelerated ahead on the straight, 
only for George to cheekily nip back 
into the lead for a second, at the first 
hairpin! 

Biland won by just seconds, with 
George a very good second, and 
Michel third. But biggest surprise! 
came with Swedish GP newcomer Gote 
Brodin grabbing fourth spot from 
Werner Schwarzel. 1 

The delaying tactics worked. Four- 
teen riders, or 15 if you count 
Marco Lucchinelli who put on a crash: 
helmet and lined up the Life Racing 
Team's trusty bicycle on the grid for a 
few seconds before the flag. 

Dutchmen Boet van Dulmen pulled 
out straight away, and so did New 
Zealander Stu Avant, on Sid Griffith's 
Yamaha, but the rest kept going. 

At the flag after a shortened 35 lap:/ 
per, Jack Findlay had worked his way 
through to the front, ahead of early; 
leader Max Wiener, the Austrian, and 
Alex George. Only six riders did the 
distance, and those that did faced/a 
cool reaction from their colleagues in 
the pits. 

"I've done my bit, and more, in the 
past for Riders’ Associations” said Jack. 
“But if everyone felt this place was too 
dangerous to race on, they should have 
said so on Friday, before practice star: 
ted.” 

The 35,000 fans, the biggest crowd 
ever at the Austrian GP, showed their 
anger with the organization by 
throwing stones at the officials after 
the 350cc fiasco, but they were none 
too pleased at the riders boycott. w

Morbidelli designer to 
build road racing 


Minarellis

Two stroke super designer Jeorg Moeller has. 


joined forces with Minarelli, ending a success- 
full partnership with Morbidelli which led to 
two road racing World Championships in the 


125cc class. 


Minarelli is the biggest of the 
Italian two ` stroke engines 
manufacturers, builing a number of 
50,:80, 100 and 125cc engines used in 
mopeds, minibikes and small enduros, 
The Minarellis are sound, simple, 
purposeful engines, with hardly any 
mistique about them. There are a 
couple of engines with promising 
features, (a short stroke 50cc 
motocross engine and a 125cc unit for 
motocross as well), but other engines 
are better off and more popular for 
racing. 

Minarelli has no racing image, but 
Moeller is going to build one for them. 
Doktor Moeller will build a 125cc 
racer to contend in the 1978 Grands 
Prix, against the currently-dominating 
Morbidellis and Bultacos. 

Moeller is no wizard, but he has 
been able to feed into a computer all 
the data and variables that participate 
in;the determination of the power 
output of a given engine. Moeller is 
planning to build a 48-rear-wheel- 
horsepower 125cc ehgine to smash all 
opposition. At least, this is the 
fantastic answer that he received from 
the.computer once he fed into it all the 
data for the new engine. That much 
power is already good for a 250. 

It isn't too much to believe that 
Moeller will be able to get all of the 
horsepower he believes possible. 
Before he built the Morbidelli he had 
planned to get around 43 horsepower 
out. of the design. He ended up with 
43.8. 

The new engine has been conceived 
with two main features in mind: 
outstanding power and outstanding 
torque. We are used to regarding the 
two things as recalcitrating partners. 
Moeller assures that the new bike will 
slingshot out of-the corners like a mini- 


\ 


dragster. The outer design will be 
reminiscent of the. Morbidelli, with 


~ 35°-canted parallel cylinders, rotary 


valve induction and water cooling, 
Transfer ports might be six, like in the 
official works Morbidellis, (private 
bikes live on four), and inner 
measurements will remain unchanged: 
bore 44mm, stroke 41mm. The rotary 
valve diagram, port shape and 
combustion chamber shape will be 
totally modified from the Morbidelli 
design. Doktor Moeller points out that 
the Morbidelli has remained 
unchanged for three years, and only 
the new Bultaco seems to be able to 
beat it, this year with no Dr. Moeller 
caring for his engine. 

Some of the basic components will 
come from outside Minarelli despite 
the fact that they are engine 
manufacturers. The gearbox will 
come from CIMA; cylinder bores will 
be Nycasil plated at Mahle, which will 
supply the pistons as well; crankshaft 
will be made by Hoekle, in Germany 
too, with INA silver-plated needle 
cages. Moeller considers these as basic 
steps to reliability and success. 


The program launced by Minarelli 
will be strictly for racing, since hardly 
any of the technological experience 
gathered will find its way into the 
moped engines the firm produces. But 
the regular production will receive 
some attention from the super 
designer. Plans are already established 
for the development of à new 125cc 
motocrosser. It will be a single, air 
cooled, (but water cooling is in the 
plans if needed), from which Moeller 
expects to extract 28 horsepower, net, 
at the rear wheel. 


That would put Moeller well 
ahead of the competition, as usual. ©

Tom Brooks makes 
it eight with Fox 


Hunt win

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, MAY 15 


Tom Brooks out-foxed the hounds at the sev- 
enth annual Desert Foxes’ Fox Hunt for his 


eighth AMA D-37 overall win. 
The spectators and fans waited anxiously as 


the banner finally fell after an hour 
‘and 15 minute delay. As the dust trail 
leading the racers. became visible, 
Brent Wallingsford on his 390 Huksy 
maintained about a 100-yard lead over 
Mike Edmonson; then the dynamic 
trio of Brooks, Larry Roeseler and Bob 
Rutten blasted by so close together 
they could almost touch. As they 
and up the ravine, 
Roeseler and Brooks passed Edmonson 
and then raced over the dropoff into 
the canyon that turned left and 
headed the racers into the old mining 
area. First amateur and sixth overall 
was the other Wallingsford, Don. 
Bruce Lewellyn, (a graduate of the 
Camp and Schmid bomb run 
academy) was next with DRA hotshoe 
Morgam Malocco about 10 yards 
behind. Jim Lawrence of the 
Shamrocks was second amateur. Bruce 
Ogilvie (Can-Am) and amateur Ron 
Irby were next. Out in the mining area 
the racers picked their way through 
bard pan, fire roads and switch-back, 
up and down stuff. There was no easy 
way through there. Once out of the 
crud, the course veered to the left, 
swung through the wash that shoots 
right by Trona Road. 

Following the wash for about 200 
yards, the "53 guys," Alan Thomas 
(53) and Bruce Jones (53X) diced the 
distance till the course led out of the 
wash and across terrain that looked 
like golden wheat stubble laced with 
pucker bushes. From here on to the 
first abrupt ditch it was WFO. Paul 
Christensen of the Checkers had his 
hands full keeping Sled Rider Steve 
Cosner off his tail. Hitting the first 
ditch, which was well marked, Bob 
Quibodeaux, Dwane Carter, Charlie 
Barney and Charlie Hamill practiced 
their locked up sky shots. The terrain 
stayed much the same until the third 
ditch. If you crossed it you were in 


trouble, 'cause the course stayed in it. 
This ditch turned into the narrow sand 
wash that used to beat us to death with 
whoops and rocks. Well Mother Na- 
ture took care of that problem as 
she swept the wash freeway smooth, 
save the rocks in the darndest places. 
The Desert Foxes are sand wash freaks 
— they used about 15 miles of them. 
This one ran for about four. Brooks 
was trying to make his move on 
Wallingsford but the wash was too 
tricky for either of them to get carried 
away. Both riders picked up check 
one, then cleared the wash about a 
mile further on, coming out into some 
more straw colored stubble that led to 
a fire road. 

Shooting onto the road Rich Baxter 
was eating Team Graffitti's (AKA 


Mitch Payton) dust, while Tony 
Greves tasted Baxter's. Bob 
Delliplaine, senior Rover, made 


enough to more than satisfy Dean 
Hart, Max Eddy and Brian Charters. 
The fire road. dribbled off into a one 
bike trail across the valley basin. One 
bike trail is the correct description as 
Brooks tried several times to get 
around Wallingsford but the dust, 
terrain, and Wallingsford's desire to 
hold on to first place prevented the 
persistent Brooks from gaining the 
lead. 

The terrain now resembled SoCal’s 
bomb run only a tad more solid. 
Clearing this, Bruce Jones was running 
first 250 as Bruce Ogilvie snapped a 
countershaft. Paul Christensen was 
right behind him for second and 
Charlie Barney was back five bikes in 
third but wouldn't stay there long. 


Charlie Hamill showed Mitch Payton : 


the way as the next 175, Dean Hart 
resided five positions back and 
moving. Pack Rat Brian Charters fish 
tailed his C bike up the slightly whoop 
faced hill for check two and some

ridge running fun. Thé course ran up 
and down like a roller coaster. This 
area was used in the Rovers European 
Scrambles two years ago. After a hard 
right turn off the mountain the racers 
shot down a small, virgin ravine. Once 
down this the course was a bike rider's 
dream. Up and down, left and right, 
outta sight. 

After two miles of this the course 
dumped into the wide, tricky sand 
wash (also of the Rovers run) that 
parallels 395 for à ways. This is where 
Brooks hit the bullet and squeezed 
past Wallingsford. Roeseler 
maintained the same distance as 
earlier, so did Edmonson and Rutten. 
Ole Fourstroke, Dwane Carter, 


-methodically worked his 14 positions 


eeking ahead of Malocco at sixth 
overall. Carter hasn't had a decent 
start since Desert M.C. race. Mike 
"Alphabet" Quibodeaux cleaned up 
his act; by the time he bounced 
through the rollers and ‘whoops after 
the wash, he had picked up 10 
positions. Driving hard through the 
snaking trail, Don Wallingsford had 
Jim Lawrence knocking at the door for 
first Open Amateur. Third-place Irby 
at the lucky 13th spot just had to get a 
couple of guys by the names of Hamill 
and Barney out of the way so he could 
help Lawrence keep Wallingsford on 
his toes. Corey Timms separated the 


' two darlings of the C bike class, 


Payton and Kaplan, only Kaplan was 
aboard a 250. Timms is a welcome 
sight back in the dez. 

The. course shot down a brief access 
road and under the railroad tracks. 
Once past the tracks the territory was 
Brooks’ piece of cake. Rough, deep 
whoopers, chop and more. rollers. 
Approaching a small hill to the right, 
the Webcos pointed left and Brooks, 
Wallingsford, Roeseler and Edmonson 
headed for check three and the second 
undercrossing 'across some neat, 
unused terrain. Shooting through this 
underpass, the racers had to use 
caution as an equestrian cross country 
race passed through there Saturday 


































and all us bikers know horses are 
messier than two strokes any day. a 
Brooks and the next six bikes 
seemed to stretch away from each 
other as they blitzed down the trail 
leading to the familiar area above the 
camp ground. Cresting the hill to the 
right of the pits, Brooks and company 
headed for the rocky, sandy peak and 
check four. Mounting this obstacle the 
course wound down to a small wash; 
then some real dynamite play stuff; 
Wallingsford's piece of cake. The 
amateur and experts raced for the pits 
to a well earned drink of gatorade. 
The novices and beginners; 
paranoid with the hour plus delay, 
took off like scared jackrabbits. Mr, 
Holeshot, two weeks in a row. was 
Rodney Busse. About 80 yards back 
was a pie plater, a Yamaha, way wide 
to the left then the fastest donkey 
around (Desert type) Eric Dattola, 
assin’ his IT 175 for all its worth. 
804, Steve Nickolson,. Neil 
Manninen, #694X, Dez M.C. was 
Mike Lewellyn (second C bike), Tom 
Jones, Lou Ortali and Jan Morrison 
followed. Bill Atcheson and Terry 
Mangrum were side by side. The 186 
duet flew by causing me to dive behind 
my joshua tree. Mike Thompson 
(186c) and Zuba Farris (186T) of the 
Rovers. The beginners were really 
thick at mid pack of the bomb run, 
Busse stretched out his lead as he 
jumped the dropoff, gassed it around 
the bottom of the left hand canyon. 
Hitting check one down the sand 
wash, Gary Covington passed 
Nickolson for second place, Mike 
Lewellyn, Dan Aaseth and senior H.C. 
Smith poured it to the bikes, as it 
seemed like everyone wanted Busse's 
spot. Ed Walters and Lowell Goltra 
had fast beginner Mark Van Sickle 
behind them just waiting for, a 
mistake. James Strachen wanted: to 
move up and do battle with Terry 
Mangrum but John Wright, Riggie 
Becker and R.K. Davis were a few of 
the obstacles preventing this. 
Shooting across the valley and up 
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the hill, the daring young men on their 
flying machines made quick work of 
the ridge route. Shooting down the 
ravine to the right, Busse felt secure 
that this race was finally his as man 
and machine stayed together and 
everything was going good. Cris Gray, 
who was “down for the count” at the 
bomb, lost his visor but not his 
courage as he rocketed his Husky from 
dead last to 15th by the first railroad 
underpass. Neil Manninen got off and 
lost five positions. Gordon Hechter 
and Gary Tone came from bad 
positions to respectable positions by 
the time they neared check three. 
Steve Isenhower, making his debut as 
à novice, had a race of his own going 
with Byron Sellers. The two 250 riders 
cleared the second underpass and 
headed for the hill that would afford 
them the view of the pits to the right, 
which they would enter in about six 
minutes, The pits may look like a mad 
house but 99% of them function like a 
well oiled machine. The home check 
gang had their tank card marking 
routine down to a science by the time 
Busse flew through. 

Soon the checkered flag unfurled 
and the beginners shut down for their 
finish. Zuba Farris took first overall 
amongst one loopers and first Trail 
Novice. Third overall, second trail 
went to new Sled Rider Paul Krause 
and third place to HBMC’s Oren Beck 
II. First Open Beginner was Dan Drew 
followed by Bob Gibson and 
Prospector Bob Gable. Bob 
Wackerman was the 250 ace of the 
day. What a tired looking bunch. 

The race continued on in its furious 
pace. Shooting down the four-mile 
wash, Roeseler pulled a few of his 
moto skills out of his Bell and got by 
Wallingsford. Wallingsford put his 
boot down and said to himself, “no 
more" and roared after Roesler. 
Rutten was proud owner of fourth spot 
when Mike Edmonson failed to appear 
from the pits. Tim Edmonson did 
appear and made quite a charge from 
nowhere to second 250. The same goes 
for Ken Miller. By check two he moved 
into third 250, 14th overall. As you 
have guessed, this was a big bike fiesta 
as the first seven bikes going into check 
three were the open variety. About 
halfway out on the bomb starting the 
second loop, Busse and his great race 
came to a halt. Busse got off and was 
unable to continue. As Brooks led the 
harried racers toward the finish, the 
rest of the racers followed suit riding 
safe and sane, looking for a finish. 
Brooks crested the rocky, sandy check 
four hill then flew across the desert, 
down the winding sand road to the 
confines of the finish lines and fans. 
Someone handed Brooks a snow cone 
and the desert ace didn't hesitate in 
chewing the top off. The race was 
rated fast by the hot shoes but marked 
very well, which really counts. 

The Boo award goes to the 
ambulance service that couldn't find 
Soggy last week and couldn't make it 
on time this week (It went to another 
race by mistake.) The double Boo 
award goes to the turkey (not dez 
people) who ripped off Jeff Robbins 
bike at his home. Anyone trying to 
peddle a YZ £1j4003057, give him a 
fat lip then call the police. 

The determination trophy of the 
week goes to “Team Grafitti,” Mitch 
Payton. He lost his chain past check 
one on loop two, went back, tightened 
his axle and continued on for first 175 
Expert. The Desert Fox award goes to 
Dahlene Dorman. She looks kinda 
good in something besides leathers and 
helmet. Saturday, the kids had a blast 
at the kiddie race. е

Tom Brooks 
wins DRA Silver 


Cup and returns 
foranother win 
on Sunday

Totally dominating the competition, Tom 
Brooks won the Desert Racing Assn. (DRA) 
Silver Cup Invitational on Saturday and then 
the amateur/expert round of the Rare Desert 


Scrambles Sunday afternoon. Between 
these two races, the sturdy racer won 
an AMA D-37 event at nearby Red 
Mountain. 


The Silver Cup, a $500 perpetual 
trophy, is raced for three times a year; 
the race being open to top point 
riders. Three wins will retire the 
trophy. Bob Balentine did it last year, 
while Brooks needs one more win. 


Silver Cup Invitational 

Phil Stumbo (400 KTM) once again 
picked the hot line slightly to the right 
of the smoke bomb, jumping into the 
early lead with the rest of the invited 
field thundering behind him. Soon 
after the bomb, Brooks moved past 
'Tom Kelly (250 KTM) and Stumbo to 
take the lead. Bob Balentine (400 
KTM) came from fourth to do battle 
with Stumbo for a couple of miles. 
After passing Stumbo, Balentine set 
his sights on Brooks. 


Tim Plant (175 DMG) was the first 
lightweight to the smoke with Brad 
Henson (175 Yam) right on his tail. 
Henson worked his way past Plant 
about 200 yards after the bomb. 

At the completion of the first loop, 
Brooks. was just a short distance ahead 
of Balentine, who in turn had about 
the same on Tom Kelly. Stumbo was 
through next with 250 Bultaco rider 
Cordis Brooks running about 20 
seconds behind him. Mike Johnston 
(400 KTM) passed Brad Henson 
within a mile of the pits to be running 
sixth at the end of the first loop. 

After the next loop the three leaders 
remained the same. On this same 
loop, however, Stumbo's bike started 
making noises, and wishing to 
conserve his, machinery he eased up, 
waving Cordis Brooks by and heading 
into the pits for quick repairs. 

On the completion of his third loop 
Tom Brooks pulled in for gas. He later

said he did not want to take any 
chances. This took enough time for 
Balentine to slip by for the lead. 

Brooks received his petrol and 
started after Balentine, catching him 
halfway around the course and passing 
easily: Balentine stayed within sight of 
Brooks for the remainder of the race. 

Cordis Brooks worked his way past 
Kelly about two miles from the finish 
only to have his motor seize. This gave 
Kelly third overall, first 250 and 
moved Stumbo up to fourth overall. 
Cordis let his bike cool down then 
continued on to finish fifth. 

Mike Johnston rode a consistent race 
remaining in sixth place for the 
duration. 

First lightweight Brad Henson had 
little trouble capturing the smallbore 
victory, finishing just ahead of Shawn 
Underwood (390 Hus), who likes to 
live dangerously by pitting for gas in 
the middle of the trail. 

Amateur Gary Davies (400 Yam) 
and Heath Hibbard (400 Yam) 
rounded out the top 10. At 24th 
overall, Patrick McEvoy (400 Yam) 
was able to beat John Richardson (400 
KTM) and Frank Arciero, Jr. (400 
KTM) for the Open Junior win. Senior 
rider Larry Upp propelled his 250 
Yamaha cross the finish line ahead of 
Keith Soesbe (400 Yam). 





Rare Desert Scrambles 


Not satisfied with his second Silver 
Cup victory on Saturday and a D-37 
win in the morning, Tom Brooks (400 
KTM) returned Sunday afternoon to 
take the DRA Rare Desert Scrambles. 

Shortly after the smoke bomb, it was 
Mark Zoller (400 Yam) leading Phil 
Stumbo (400 KTM), Heath Hibbard 
(400 Yam), Tom Brooks, Bob 
Balentine (400 KTM), and the rest of 
the amateur/expert herd. 


Stumbo took over the lead from 
Zoller only to be passed by Brooks 
shortly thereafter. Balentine tried to 
put a move on Stumbo for several 
miles but to no avail. Finally, about 
halfway around Balentine managed to 
slip past. 


Coming through the chute at the 
end of lap one, it was Brooks, 
Balentine, and Stumbo with Mike 
Johnston (400 KTM) and Tom Kelly 
(250 KTM) coming into the view 
moments later. 


After the leaders had gone by it was 
quite apparent that Balentine was 
really on the gas in an effort to catch 
Brooks. After the next lap Balentine 
had closed the gap a bit on Brooks and 
the two of them proceeded to motor 
away from the rest of the pack. 





Stumbo maintained third and Kelly 
managed to pass Johnston about 
halfway around and take command of 
fourth place. 

Super hot shoe, Brad Henson (175 
Yam) was letting it all hang out 
running sixth overall at this point. 
Kelly pulled off with unknown 
problems and in doing so returned 
Johnston to fourth place. 

On the last lap Balentine was still 
closing on Brooks. A short distance 
from the finish Balentine caught 
Brooks sleeping and nearly passed 
him. 

At the finish Brooks was able to 
keep Balentine behind him for the 
win. Shortly after the two leaders had 
finished, Stumbo arrived on the scene 
after riding a good consistent race 
finishing third just ahead of Johnston. 

Henson shot in next, not only 
finishing fifth overall and winning his 
class, but beating all of the 250s as 
well. 

Gary Davies piloted his 400 Yamaha 
to the Open Amateur victory and sixth 
overall ahead of Heath Hibbard. 

First 250 was amateur Bill Tarling, 
riding a Husqvarna and edging out 
current DRA 250 point leader Monte 
Lee (Yam). Young Darren Pritchett 
won yet another Lightweight Amateur 
race beating the hard charging Tony 
Stuart (125 Yam). 

Gus Paull (400 Yam) had his work 
cut out for him, having to pass Open 
Senior Amateur Ed Denbow (400 
Yam) and hold off the charge of M.S. 
Dyott for the senior class victory. 

In the 250 and Open Novice go 
‘round, Marc Kibbe (250 Yam) led the 
first lap but couldn't hold off Tim 
Sloan (400 Yam), who then led for the 
duration of the race for the overall 
win. Kibbe also couldn't keep Jeff 
Hylton (250 Hus) in his dust either. 
Hylton came from 15th on the first lap 
to second overall and the 250 win at 
the finish.

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Ogden takes two 
at AMC Carlsbad 
MX

Winning every moto, FMF rider 
Gary Ogden captured the 125 
and 250 Pro classes, only having 
to work once for a victory. 


The 125 Pros went first, and when 
they came out the track was a little 
rough and slippery. Scott Anderson, 
riding a Yamaha for Don Vesco, was 
first down the starting straight, but 
Ogden took the inside line and was 
first around the corner.

Tom Cross (Mai) and Jeff 
Vidic (Yam) were battling over the 
next couple of positions. Towards the 
end of the moto, Wayne Boyer on a 
Yamaha, emerged and promptly went 
nuts, passing Vidic, Cross and Steele 
to finish second. Steele took third. 

The second moto of the 250s was the 
one Ogden had to work at. He took the 
holeshot, started to move away and fell 
at the ledge. The entire pack went by 
before Ogden got going again. In 
almost no time at all, he was zipping 
past people. Steele was out in front 
and cooking, with Cross again 
pressuring Vidic. 

Ogden seemed to be going twice as 
fast now and had moved into sixth. 
Steele was still out in front and time 
seemed to be running out on Ogden, 
who had moved into third with Boyer 
right behind him.

“The Crow” flies 
at SRA GP

An exuberant Dave Crowfoot 
fought against what must have 
seemed like’ insurmountable 
odds to claim the overall win in 
the senior division at SRA's Riverside 
Grand Prix. 

- Larry Shoemaker's appearance had 
obviously made an impression on 
senior experts Gary Auberlin, 
Crowfoot and Gary Sigman, who were 
resigning themselves to the fact that 
they might only be racing to see which 
of them came in second. 


Auberlin commented before the 
race, “I enjoy riding against Crowfoot 
and Sigman, but where in the hell did 
Shoemaker come from?” 

As the seniors left the starting line, a 
lone rider jumped out front and shouts 
of “Shoemaker has the lead!" moved 
through the crowd like a rumble. He 
definitely had the lead and at the end 
of the first lap it was 35 seconds over 


Sigman who had Auberlin and 


Crowfoot chewing on his rear knobby. 


As spectators waited for the leaders 
to hit the asphalt, a new rumble 
stirred through the crowd but this time 
they were asking “What happened to 
‘The Shoe’?” Sigman now had the lead 
and Auberlin was right with him just 
waiting for a chance to move in. His 
chance came when Sigman’s machine 
developed spark plug problems and 
after he pushed it into the pits, his 
crew informed him his extra plug was 
in his pocket.

604 racers invade 
Las Vegas for 
NMA National

LAS VEGAS, NV, MAY 14-15 
Lenny Geiger, 16, of Las Vegas 
was a notable success at the 
National Minicycle Assn. (NMA) 
Bel-Ray Las Vegas Nationals, 
held at Williams Raceway. 

In the Sunday moto, Geigr was up 
against Jerry Bagby of Yuma, AZ, who 
had done poorly the first round; and 
Gary Dircks of Phoenix, who had won 


the first moto easily to Geiger's third 
place. 

Dircks got off to a bad start and 
Bagby took the lead. Geiger held 
back, clinging to second spot until 
Bagby slid out on the last lap. Dircks 
was well behind. Geiger won in a 
triumphant burst past Bagby, who 
stood by helplessly. It was the day's 
best run. 

Bagby had his own moment of glory 
when he won the brand new NMA 
250cc stock 14-18 class. Dircks win 
came in 0-83cc Stock Experts 12-16. 

Paul Emerson of Las Vegas rode a 
crest of wins in 12-16, 0-83cc Modified 
Expert and 100 Modified Experts. 
Emerson is expected to be a strong 
contender at the National Finals, 
August 19-21 in Houston. 

Scott Burnworth of San Diego is 
another prospect to go the distance to 
Houston. At Las Vegas, the first of 34 
Nationals in eight regions, he won 12- 
16 Expert 105cc Minicycle and 100 
motorcycle classes. 

A little guy had a great day. 
Brandon Schneider, 8, of Chino, CA, 
took first in 6-8 Junior Cycle Modified 
and 0-83cc 6-8 Stock Minicycle, and a 
second in Junior Cycle Stock. 

Joey Dee of Las Vegas liked the 
course, (“If you can ride what we call 
dirt in Las Vegas you can ride 
anything”) and had one of his best 
days in a while. He took second in 100 
Expert Stock .behind Bagby, and got 
third in 100 Modified. 

Williams Raceway is a brand new 
place leased and operated on a trial 
basis by Bobby and Shirley (“Shorty”) 
Williams, with the cooperation of the 
Clark County Planning Commission. 

“We're running this new place for 
as long as the people racing and the 
community here like it,” says Shorty. 
“It probably isn’t bothering anybody 
way out here, and there isn’t a rock on 
the course or nearby for that matter.” 

“Its tight, narrow and soft,” said 
A.J. Whiting 13, Sherman Oaks, CA of 
the track, on which he didn’t win 
anything. "It's an okay course, but you 
could water it more often." 

The track was completely re-done 
earlier in the week by Les Emerson, 
father of Paul. None of the locals were 
able to ride it before the race. 

The 37 moto weekend had 604 
entries from nine states, and were all 
run off by 2:30 Sunday afternoon. 
There were 114 stock motorcycle 
entries. e.

The Roger DeCoster Story ....« 


Part IV: No. 1:$or CZ — by default 


hat had never been possible 
in the preceding two years, 
finally came about in the 
first days of 1967 in a com- 
pletely unexpected manner, probably be- 
cause CZ, (which had just won its first 
500cc World Championship thanks to the East 
German Paul Friedrichs), intended to make a 
special effort to retain the title. I was signed up for 
the factory CZ team for the 500cc Grands Prix, 
along with Englishman Dave Bickers and Rolf 
Tibblin, a Swede.” 

Now, everything was running smoothly for 
Roger, who was still convalescing following the 
surgery on his kidney. Without the successful 
surgery he'd undergone, he would never have 
thrown a leg over a motocross bike again. In fact, 
he didn't get his final medical release until the 
19th of January. Even that was not the start. He 
didn't sign his contract until many days were spent 
first on the Verviers course, then at Neerijse, on 
natural terrain courses that he had rented to 
practice on and resume training. 

What caused this sudden reversal in the attitude 
of the CZ factory — which had previously been 
indifferent, if not hostile — in regard to Roger? It 
doesn't require anybody too clever to figure out 





that the influence of Viktor Lahita had been more 
than a little eroded by the successive defeats of Joel 
Robert, his rider, in the 250cc World 
Championship. First, Joel (and by mechanical 
implication, Viktor) had lost to the Russian, 
Viktor-Arbekov, in 1965; then, to arch-rival, 
Swede Torsten Hallman in 1966, who was not 
even mounted on a.CZ as had been Arbekov. 
Hallman rode for the Swedish Husqvarna factory, 
which made the loss even worse for CZ. 
Furthermore, it was certain that they'd gotten 
wind in Strakonice of the different offers Roger 
had been receiving from other factories to ride for 
them along with, in most cases, some very 
concrete proposals of full support. 

“1 was finally a factory rider. And that 
‘promotion’ unexpectedly came at the beginning 
of a season that, for me, was already filled with 
more questions. than answers. Physically, what 
would be the results of my injured kidney? 
Psychologically, would I be able to get rid of the 
obsession with pain and put aside the fear of 
another accident? In training, everything 
proceeded without the slightest hitch. Still, it was 
with a certain amount of anxiety that I was 
anticipating my return to competition. For my 
first race, I went to Kerkom on January 12 for a 
motocross open to all.500cc International riders. 1

ended up second, behind Jos Vermeeren. Never 
before had I not felt that special elation the 
evening after a motocross. However, that day I 
was half-dead from, fatigue. I had some sharp 
pains above the kidney. On top of that, during the 
race, it was always with hesitation-inducing 
apprehension that I went at the elbow-to-elbow 
stuff with the other riders. But it all didn’t matter, 
really. My performance showed me that I hadn't 
lost any of the intrinsic qualities. necessary for 
competition. I was sure that I could be fit to ride 
as good as new. Sure, it took me some time to 
regain full confidence and complete control. And 
even longer to get over that paralyzing fatigue 
that, at times, would brutally overwhelm me. But 
the sheer joy of being restored to a completely 
whole (with kidney) motocrosser was, for all these 
problems, always the best therapy.” 

Roger, truly a professional, increased the 
hours he spent in training all during the month of 
February. His goal was to show up in top 
condition for the start of the Austrian Grand Prix 
at Sittendorf in April, which traditionally opened 
the 500cc World Championship campaign. 

“I wanted to prove to the heads of the CZ works 
that I was a solid member of that team. Well, I 
didn't get the break at Sittendorf, nor at 
Esanatoglia in Italy, nor in Sweden or East 





* Germany at those Grands Prix. I didn't produce a | 


valuable (to the factory) performance with the sole 
exception of the Belgian 250cc Grand Prix. And 
suddenly, it was already mid-June. I was sure of 
catching hell, then, when it came to the Grand 
Prix of Czechoslovakia at Sedlcany. I'll always 
remember that Grand Prix. Sunday, the 18th of 
June. My day. My winning the second moto with 
some pretty spectacular riding made me the hero 
of the crowd." 

That performance, to which he then added an 
end-of-season with consistently good overall 
results (second in the Belgian 500 GP at Namur, 
fourth in Luxembourg, and another second at the 


season finale in Switzerland) and a final ranking 
of fifth overall in World Championship standings, E. 


would seem more than enough. It still did not 
convince those in charge at the CZ factory of the 
real value of Roger DeCoster on the International 
racing market. 

He came to realize this fact, not without some 
stupefaction, about three days before the Trophee 
des Nations for national teams of 250cc 
motocrossers, held that year in Holice, 
Czechoslovakia. The realization came about in 
listening to one of the high-ranking directors of 
CZ give a speech after a banquet held for Belgian 
journalists by the Czech factory in a hotel in 
Pilsen. The director began with this affirmation: 


"DeCoster will never be one of the greats of | 


motocross. He's not a rider of sufficient stature to 
carry the title of World Champion. He manages 
his bike without intelligence. He takes too many 
risks. As a result, he has to compensate for all that 
he does that is so wrong and lacking in real class. 
If we have picked up his contract, it is only on the 
strong insistence of our Belgian importer." 


Even though Roger did not precisely exude an 
air of sanctity in the neighborhood of the CZ 
factory — which they did not lose any opportunity 

| to remind him of whenever an occasion presented 
itself — he was again offered a contract for 1968 
asa member of the official CZ factory 500cc team. 

Roger accepted the offer from CZ since he 
personally had no intention of changing to 
another marque even though the opportunity to 
switch camps had been offered to him, 
accompanied by financial conditions much more 
attractive than those offered by CZ. 

However, Roger didn't let those offers change 
his basic attitudes nor did he push himself on the 
motocross market. But, the fact that he remained 
with CZ for so long was due, more than anything 
else, to his knowing the machine well and a sense 
of responsibility to some of the men associated 
with Jawa-CZ. 

"Mr. Deutsch and Jose Manset in Belgium, 
some of the people with Motokov (the 
organization responsible for import-export of 
motorized vehicles in Czechoslovakia) had done so 
much .for me that, to show my ‘gratitude, I 
remained loyal to CZ," remembers DeCoster. 
"Even despite the flagrant screwings which so 
discouraged me that I was about to throw in the 
towel. I was envious, because I knew of the efforts 
CZ had gone to for other riders, not exactly 
because they were superior to me but simply 
because they exercised the art of polishing up to 
the factory brass.” 

Meanwhile, in November of 1967, Roger was 
selected by the CZ factory to replace Paul 
Friedrichs (who, as a member of the East German 
state police, was declared persona non grata by 
the U.S. and could not get a visa) and go with Joel 
Robert and Dave Bickers for the first competition 


series featuring European motocrossers in the Ш 
United States. This was the forerunner of today's | 


TransAMA motocross series in North America. 


On this first U.S. trip, Roger revealed himself to | 


be a first class publicity and PR man, not only for 

the CZ brand but for the sport of competition 

motorcycling itself. In fact, he turned out to be 

the most spectacular of the Europeans and the 
, most popular with the American fans. 


For Roger, this initial trip to the United States | 


was an experience that marked his life with 
unforgettable memories. He was not only playing 
the role of motocross pioneer in the U.S., but also 
established new, long-lasting friendships. America 
pleased Roger. He would always return 
anticipating a rekindling of that pleasure. 

On one of these returns, in November of 1969, 
he met Laurie Adams, a blonde, blue-eyed 
California girl. Four years later, in ceremonies at 
her hometown of Santa Barbara, she became his 
wife. 


Roger ran across Laurie for the first time| ^ 
during the riders’ presentation at a cocktail party |, 


for the motorsports press before an international

motocross in Phoenix, Arizona. Roger was the 
hero of the pre-race party. Laurie was acting as 
hostess for the public relations firm responsible for 
promotion of the event. It wasn't exactly a 
lightning affair between Roger and Laurie. It was 
only two years later that the relationship got 
beyond the state of being "good friends." It's true, 
however, that each time he returned to the States 


| for business or competition, he sought out Laurie 


and they spent time together. Meanwhile, she had 
become more knowledgeable and enthusiastic 
about motocross and, as a result, a fan of Roger's 
— like many others in the U.S.A. were becoming. 


| She was beginning to understand what he was — 


and what he did. 

Included among the group of friends that 
Roger was enlarging with each visit to the U.S. 
were Bud and Dave Ekins, well-known desert 
racers and Hollywood stuntmen, and a certain 
Steve McQueen. Steve had just been launched in 


| the television series "Wanted — Dead or Alive," 


playing bounty hunter Josh Randall. He was yet to 
become the major star he is now, though such 
successful films as “The Great Escape,” “Bullitt,” 
and “Papillon.” 

Actually, Roger had first encountered Steve 
McQueen in 1964. As is generally known, the 
American actor has a passion for racing, on two or 
four wheels. So it was that in '64, he went with 
Dave Ekins as part of the U.S. entry in the 
International Six Days Trial held that year at 
Ehrfurt, East Germany. Roger DeCoster and Joel 
Robert were also there, to represent Belgium. 


l| McQueen was out of the competition with 
] mechanical failure after the second of the six days 


but remained on the course, observing, until the 


jJ end of the Trial. Roger went on to his first and 
{| only Gold Medal in Six Days’ competition. Both 


ISDT riders subsequently pursued alternate 
careers. 

“Joel Robert, who had come from winning the 
first of his six World Champion titles at Tikkurila, 
Finland (in 250 motocross) a few weeks before was 
my traveling companion for the trip to Ehrfurt,” 
said Roger later. “Right away, we started getting a 
lot of attention and comments due to our 
acrobatics on the motorcycles. The factory 
mechanics kept stopping us all the time and 
asking us to ‘conserve the machines’ during our 
little demonstrations of cross-country riding. 
Really, we were just testing and getting 
accustomed to our Jawas. Steve rapidly became 
one of our staunchest admirers. 

“A few hours after our arrival in Ehrfurt, we 
found ourselves sitting down to dinner in the 
company of Steve McQueen and Dave Ekins. On 
the menu were such items of conversation as the 
ISDT machines themselves, how they should be 
ridden, and so on until late in the evening. And 
the following days of the Trial, he was the same 
way. Steve said he wouldn't for anything have 
missed the scene when Joel and I made our entry 
onto the track in the Ehrfurt stadium. We came 
through the gate for the special test completely 
sideways in best "Class A" speedway style, on our 
ISDT Jawas. We were crazy and he loved it. 


"He had the same attitude after he was out of 
the Trial. He would come watch us as we got on 
with the job, each day, at different places on the 
100-plus mile circuit. Later, in the U.S., he swore 


| to me that he had, at the Ehrfurt ISDT, one of the 


most beautiful experiences he'd ever had as a 
motorcyclist. And he maintained that he had 


| learned quite a bit, through our brief contact, 


about how to pilot a competition bike. 
"But, he hadn't learned enough to actually ride 


| that audacious sequence in The Great Escape 


when he tries to jump over a barbed wire fence on 


`| a motorcycle. Steve, and no doubt the studio, 


preferred to leave the riding of the bike in the film 
to Bud Ekins. On most of my trips to the States, I 
look up Steve, who often invites me to stay with 
him. Steve is a very up front, straightforward guy, 
always ready to help you out. I remember in 1968, 
he did everything necessary, even while he was 
working, to have me treated by his personal 


f physician. This was after a bad crash in Kansas 


that I came out of with a separated shoulder.” 

Both Roger and Steve are unconventional men 
within their separate professions — as evidenced 
by their overlapping interests. It’s also clear that 
Steve McQueen admires Roger's style and skill on 


# an off-road motorcycle. Roger has never ventured 


an opinion on McQueen's acting, but DeCoster 
recognizes and admires success in any competitive 
field. 

Despite the significant personal successes he 
achieved all during that first American series, 
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Roger seemed unable to change the attitude of the 
CZ people toward Roger DeCoster. He remained a 
rider for them but definitely received the least 
possible attention from them. 

One of the executives at the CZ works had the 
following to say about Roger: “He seems to be a 
‘pilote’ particularly difficult to manage, unstable 
of character, never recognizing his personal faults 
and riding errors even when they do him harm. In 
competition, he acts and moves in a way that is 
totally rash, in a way that often puts him in real 
danger.” 

No doubt that image of Roger established a 
precedent. Previously, it did reflect reality. But by 
1968, the rash image was no more than that: a 
reflection of the past. Current reality was of little 
consequence, though. That declaration by the CZ 
brass brought sharply into focus how deeply fixed 
in the minds of the ruling echelons at the factory 
was the idea that Roger DeCoster could never 
deserve very high consideration as a motocrosser. 
He had the “stop sign” to his racing career hung 
on him already and would never be able to get rid 
of the “crash and burn” reputation in the eyes of 
CZ. Not even the results of.that 1968 season (in 
which Roger once again finished fifth in the world 
in 500cc motocross) seemed to change the factory's 
attitude. But there was more to that 1968 season. 
At Gallarate, in Italy, Roger won his first Grand 


Prix. 


It was little enough compensation for the 
incredibly bad luck which clung to him all during 
that 1968 campaign. The series of catastrophes, 
minor and major, began in February at Vimperk, 
Belgium. Roger, along with the other CZ factory 
riders was entered in a motocross at a circuit that 
had frozen into ice, becoming more twisting 
skating rink than motocross, track. During 
practice, his bike skidded out on a glassy corner 
and landed on top of him. Contact with the 
ground was not particularly soft. He was taken to 
the hospital with a fractured collarbone — the 
most common bone break in motorcycle 
competition. In June, at Stekene, Belgium, he was 
shoved into the fence during the massed rush to 
the first turn. He was joined in the unplanned 
"get-off' by four other riders. But it was Roger 
who was most seriously injured: a deep gash in his 
neck, caused by the footpeg of one of the bikes. He 
once again found himself in the hospital with, in 
addition to the neck wound, a slight concussion. 
As a result of that crash, Roger missed the East 
German Grand Prix. He tried to compete in the 
Czechoslovakian round of the 500cc World 
Championship but he hadn't recuperated enough 
and gave it up, pulling into the pits after three 
laps. The debilitating aftereffects of the Steken 
crash were barely shaken off when, at the end of 
June at Hoeselt, Belgium, he slid out crossing a 
small, mud-slick bridge on the damp woodsy

This was in 1970, 
DeCoster's last year of riding the 
Czechoslovakian CZ marque. 


circuit and injured his upper leg. Once again, he 
was hauled off to the doctor. And this time, he 
knew damn well that the rest of the season was 
definitely in question — possibly wasted. 

Serious injury came again in 1969. In the first 
corner immediately after the start area at 
Wuustwezel, Belgium in late April of that spring, 
a number of riders crashed right in front of Roger. 
His reflexes were on; he braked to a stop and 
managed to avoid his less fortunate competitors. 
Unfortunately, behind him was a rider who was 
considerably less adroit. He piled into the rear of 
DeCosters CZ at full tilt and sent Roger 
catapulting over the bars where he landed knees- 
first on the upthrust exhaust pipe of a downed 
bike. The end of the metal pipe went through his 
racing leathers and penetrated the knee joint. 
Again, Roger came out worst off of all the riders 
in the pile-up. The damaged knee required eight 
stitches, the ligaments were torn and there was 
internal bleeding. That put him out of both the 
Dutch and Swedish Grands Prix. 


Nevertheless, in the competition arena, he 
achieved some exceptional highs that season. 
First, there was a brilliant ride to victory in the 
Belgian 500cc Grand Prix, once again on the 
"Citadel" circuit at Namur. He backed that 
overall win with two second-places in the Grands 
Prix of Switzerland and East Germany. Once 
again he ranked fifth — the third consecutive year 
he had filled that position — in the final standings 
for the 500cc World Championship, while missing 
four Grands Prix completely. On top of that, 
there were his stunning performances in the post- 
season international team events. 

Belgium walked away with the 500cc Motocross 
des Nations at Farleigh Castle, England for their 
first national victory in that race since 1951. The 
next day, at Kester, Holland in the Trophee des 
Nations for national teams on 250cc machines, it 
was again Belgium that. dominated the contest to 
win for the first time since the creation of that race 
in 1961. It was Roger DeCoster who gave them 
those victories. 

In the Motocross des Nations as well as the 
Trophee des Nations, DeCoster emerged not only 
as the key rider for the Belgian team but also as 
the top individual rider, racing against all the 
established, recognized stars of the motocross 
world. The twin victories set a pattern that he was 
to follow in succeeding years, but, as a then- 
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underrated CZ rider, the teat came as a numbing 
shock in 1969. The thought occurred: Maybe 
DeCoster really could ride motocross. 

To that first double victory (earned by Belgium) 
in the history of the two prestigious national team 
races, Roger added another double never 
accomplished by any other rider before him. He 
won both the 250cc and the 500cc Grands Prix of 
Belgium. Before displaying his emerging mastery 
over the best of the 500cc class specialists at 
Namur, he went to Borgloon, Belgium in March 
to impose his style on all the 250cc riders in that 
Grand Prix, counting toward the 250 class World 
Championship. 


It was pretty well confirmed in 1969 that Roger 
DeCoster, now 24 years old, had the physical and 
psychological qualities combined with the 
maturity and talent to achieve just about any goal 
in world motocross. 

Sull, it wasn’t because of his demonstrated 
capabilities that Roger became the first-ranked 
CZ factory rider for the World Championship 
Grands Prix in 1970. In fact, it was out of pure 
necessity that the Czechs appealed to Roger to 
take the job. They didn’t have anybody else. That 


M year, both Joel Robert and Sylvain Geboers, who 


had been CZ's two top riders, joined the Suzuki 
motocross team. That upstart Japanese company 
had, in 1969 through the person of Olle 
Pettersson, made a very encouraging entry into 


y Grand Prix competition. Suzuki was the first 


Japanese motorcycle company to make the move 
into motocross and, in the process, spark a new 
technology race in motocross racing machinery. 

To replace Robert and Geboers, and still have 
any hope of campaigning against the two Suzuki- 
sponsored turncoats with any chance of success, 
the Czechs could not substantially count on their 
young riders (Halm, Konecny, Stodulka) nor on 
the CZ-mounted Russians (Kavinov, Moisseev, 
Krasnotchekov). That thankless task was put 
squarely on the shoulders of Belgian Roger 
DeCoster. He was to fill the spot of chief "pilote" 
for the CZ factory. This was the same Roger 
DeCoster, remember, whom CZ officials had 
consciously written off as a serious world-class 
competitor. But the top job was now his out of 
default. 

“They promised me everything, including 
miracles, I could depend on the unconditional 
support of the factory officials, they said. And out 
on the course, should the need arise, the Czech 
riders were to ride to my requirements, letting me 
pass if necessary. In other words, all I had to do 
was say something and it would be done. Anything 
I wanted, Despite all this, I was still hesitant about 
signing on for another reason with CZ. Finally, I 
decided to do it. Viktor Lahita asked me to take 
him on as my mechanic. He had a lot of nerve. 
This was the same guy who never could say 
anything favorable about me to the factory heads. 
Why the turnabout? For his personal profit? To be 
the top CZ factory mechanic for another year? Or 
was it to compromise me more than ever by 
denying me any advantage — thereby ‘proving’ his 
previous opinion of me? 

"I had my reveng in denying Viktor's request. 
But Lahita, more than ever, was still among my 
enemies. He used his remaining influence to set 
the other factory mechanics against me. The CZ 
pits were not a very comfortable place that season. 
Whatever actually transpired, the fact is I never 
saw any of those promises fulfilled nor was I 
helped out by CZ as much as I could have been. 
With that kind of a beginning to the 1970 season, 
there was nothing to do but try and end it on a 
positive note. I was third in the 250cc World 
Championship... behind Joel Robert and Sylvain 
Geboers, both mounted on the new lightweight 
RH Suzukis. With a little luck, I was able to add 
some Grands Prix to my list of wins. I won the 
500cc Belgian Grand Prix for the second straight 
time on the 'Citadel' circuit and I got my second 
Belgian 500cc National Championship." 

Summing up, Roger DeCoster's net 1970 racing 
accomplishments were far from negative. Even 
though, in the 250cc World Championship, his 
CZs were clearly outclassed. He just didn't have 
machinery comparable to the new Suzukis. Joel 
Robert and Sylvain Geboers had the superior 
motorcycles — a technological advantage Suzuki 
was to hold for some years. 

Actually, the 1970 season wasn't a bad farewell 
note for Roger to hand the CZ factory which, even 
to that moment, didn't really have much faith in 
him. *

500cc GP of Austria at Sittendorf 16 April 1967 
“The 1967 season saw me switch over to the 500cc ranks. It also was a turning point 
in my life because it came after that kidney injury which barely failed to put an end 
to my career in sports. So, given the long period of hospitalization to which I was 
never completely reconciled, Sittendorf came up a as a big question mark. Would I 
still be physically capable of doing business in World Championship motocross? 
“The lingering doubts weren't all erased in Austria but I considered the results of 
that Grand Prix to be good enough to pursue my return to GP racing with more 
confidence. But that boost in confidence wasn’t a translation from any tangible 
results. On the extremely narrow start gate at this circuit, I had to settle for a place 
in the third row. Buried back at the tail of the pack, in a cloud of blinding dust, I 


was also the unhappy recipient of a flat tire which eliminated me from the 
competition before I was ready to stop racing.” 


250cc GP of Belgium at Hechtel 23 April 1967 


"In the shifting sands of the dunes around Hechtel, I came to realize that it was still 
possible for me to get down to the serious work required of a ‘pilote’ riding Grands 
Prix. Even though I never had been a specialist in this type of course (sand), I came 
out of it reasonably well. Helping Joel, on one hand, and gaining a fifth place 
overall for myself, on the other. I felt a special satisfaction with that day's 
accomplishments. The same feeling, probably, that came to Joel Robert, who won 
and who was able to burn one on Jef Teuwissen. Jef hadn't given up on his own 
chances to beat one Joel Robert and was leading the race when that great sand 
course specialist, doubtless the most brilliant of his generation, crashed in a corner 
that he was taking.too slowly. That put him back to second place." 


500cc GP of Italy at Esanatoglia 7 May 1967 


"I was black and blue from head to foot when I got back to the hotel to sink into a 
very thérapeutic hot bath. I had been beaten half to death by the rocks covering the 
circuit, transformed into sharp-edged projectiles by the spinning rear knobbies of 
the bikes during the race. The bruises felt as bad as one of my teeth did. All week, 
the slightest bump registered as a sharp, heavy pain. My martyrdom on the track 
afforded me precious little satisfaction. I ended up 10th overall." 


500cc GP of Sweden at Hedemora 15 May 1967 


“All of the CZ riders had problems with the gas provided by the race organizers. I 
didn't escape from the general problem. To the contrary, during practice I had 
trouble trying to make three laps. Even that was.at severely reduced speed. Long 
before the actual competition began, I was back in the pits, whipped and 
discouraged. The competition's actual racing feats didn't. matter to me at that 
point. The Czech mechanics got called down by the manager and chewed out. I 
brooded in a corner. It was only an hour after the finish of the Grand Prix that I 
learned that Dave Bickers had won." 


500cc GP of East Germany at Merkers 11 June 1967 


"It rained all day Saturday and Sunday without let-up. The course was a giant 
mud-puddle in which, at certain places on the former track, our bikes sunk in up 
over the wheel hubs. Then there was this sticky mud, acting like molasses, in which 
our tires couldn't get any grip. Where usually I managed to conduct myself pretty 
well on that type of a course, I felt absolutely helpless. After 100 yards of racing, we 
were covered with glop so thick that bike and rider were unrecognizable. The only 
guy who could stay on the track and get around it for better rather than worse was 
Paul Friedrichs...the East German CZ ‘pilote.’ His ride to the overall win wasn't 
challenged by anybody. But aside from that, who had ended up second and third 
overall? Nobody was sure in mud that obliterated number plates, and the claims 
lasted all the way to the F.I.M. congress which met in Vienna that fall. It was 
finally decided to remove that Grand Prix from the rounds awarding points toward 
the World Championship. 

"Since Paul Friedrichs had completely dominated the entire season in 500cc 
racing, his victory at Merkers when removed from the scoring lists didn't change the 
results leading to the world title. He didn't even need the GP points from that win 
in order to grab his second 500cc motocross world crown." 


500cc GP of Czechoslovakia at Sedlcany 18 June 1967 


"After the Grand Prix, there was a wide-open party that lasted well into Monday. 
I'd never seen anything like it. Anyhow, along with Friedrichs and Bengt Aberg, I 
was part of the reason for celebration. Besides, I was especially happy with my 
riding that weekend. The spectators, it seemed like the whole town, tried to show 
their support for me by making me feel that they favored me as the real hero of that 
Grand Prix. The spectacle that I had provided to bring about this wave of good 
feeling came in both motos. In the first, it was a close duel with Jeff Smith, with 
second place as my reward; in the second, an exceptional come-from-behind ride 
that brought me.a third overall. The only sour note in the concert of praise and 
congratulations was the attitude of the CZ officials who considered my riding that 
day of no particularly worthy comment." 


500cc GP of Russia at Kishinev 25 June 1967 


“That trip to Kishinev, a town near Odessa in the south of the U.S.S.R. was made 
with Dave Bickers and proved an adventurous expedition in itself. We rumbled 
along over roads laid down in Roman times that hadn't been improved since the 
Middle Ages. Our pace was incredibly slow. Crossing the border into Russia meant 
more long hours of waiting as the guards combined military. belligerence with 
bureaucratic speed.. When we finally got to Kishinev, the heat was suffocating. Jeff 
Smith, who won overall, had to be revived in an oxygen tent. Personally, I was 
waved off the course by an official one lap too soon jn the first moto. Conspiracy? 
Incompetence? I don't doubt either one but I motored back into the pits at the 
time. A few minutes later, I heard it announced in a very ordinary way that I was 
not to be classified as a finisher. I tried to explain to the officials responsible for the 
GP that I'd tried to finish, that any fault was with the actual start, that is, because 
there were six false starts in all — until Weil was in the position the organizers 
wanted to see him in. That position was, of course, out in front of the pack. The 
Maico ‘pilote’ didn't hold it very long, however. He went out of the moto with 
mechanical trouble. The seemingly endless comedy of having repeated starts until 
Adolf got the holeshot discouraged most of the entries. The officials had literally 


killed that combative attitude inherent in Grand Prix racers. As a result, the Grand 
Prix was as good as dead." 


500cc GP of Great Britain at Farleigh Castle 30 Jul 1967 


“The ending of the second moto contested at Farleigh Castle should be written 
down in the records of off-road racing. A large segment of the spectating public 
there was literally dumbfounded by what is already considered one of the most 
incredible scandals in the history of motocross. Paul Friedrichs was the one 
primarily responsible. And he could never understand why it had caused such a 
flap. 

5, THe ‘was leading the second moto and would, had he kept on riding normally, 
have crossed the finish line 100 yards ahead of anybody else. But he stopped to wait 
for his fellow CZ teammate, Dave Bickers, to come by and then got going again to 
finish right on his rear wheel. That little maneuver cost Jeff Smith (riding a British 
BSA) second place overall — to the benefit of Bickers who collected it behind 
Friedrichs. That made it a 1-2 finish for CZ and Friedrichs, a stalwart company 
man, probably considered it quite natural. I assisted in the ‘scandal’ to the extent 
that a broken frame had put me out of the moto long before any final resolution of 
placings. I really couldn't condemn Friedrichs for trying tọ ensure as impressive a 
finish as possible for the CZ marque but, no doubt, he did it a little too blatantly 
before the English public, since it was the ever-popular Jeff Smith who was the 
victim of the scheme. Bickers was delighted. He expressed his thanks to Friedrichs 
for the race track gift in an original way. His son, born two days before the Grand 
Prix, was baptized Paul.” ў 


500cc GP of Belgium at Namur 6 August 1967 


“Jef Teuwissen provided the surprises in the first moto at Namur. After a back and 
forth contention for the lead, he got away from Paul Friedrichs, who was already 
confirmed as World champion. In the second moto, I gat down to business a little 
better and, despite a poor start; despite a crash that slowed my forward progress a 
little, I ended up fourth. Just as had been the case 12 months before, I had to settle 
for second place overall. But given the circumstances of the second moto, I was 
reasonably satisfied by that performance. At least I remained in control of my own 
situation, between one thing and another, contrary to what had happened the 
preceding year — when the starter made more of a difference in overall results than 
my riding.” 


500cc GP of Luxembourg at Ettelbruck 13 August 1967 


“It was another race distinguished mainly by false starts. In the first moto, the third 
gate drop was the real one. At least for the officials. As far as I was concerned, it 
was a disaster. In the first two starts, I was able to get away cleanly with the front- 
runners. The third time, I was trapped back in heavy traffic. I was able to move up 
a few positions, but that was it. Lady Luck smiled on me in the second heat. After a 
couple of laps, I fell in right on Friedrichs’ rear wheel. But he evidently wasn't going 
to give me a gift comparable to the one he’d offered.to Bickers in England. That 
didn't keep me from finishing second in the moto or finding myself listed fourth in 
the overall results." е 


500cc GP of Switzerland at Wohlen -20 August 1967 


“A real deluge. Rain had transformed the circuit into a giant quagmire. After the 
intial shuffling and bumping for position, I was out front with Friedrichs. I never 
lost sight of him until 10 minutes from the end of the moto, when the rear tire on 


: the CZ started to go flat. I kept having more and more trouble every lap negotiating 


the trickier sections of the course but still managed to hang on to second place. A 
thoughtless spectator on the track brought about a second moto crash. If I'd been 
able to get my hands on him right then... Boy! he would have had a miserable 15 
minutes. But at the time of the incident, I still had a good chance for the overall 
win. My anger increased my natural desire to make up that lost ground. I managed 
to save a second overall out of that GP. In the final World Championship 
classification, I was listed in fifth. It was a reasonably encouraging result for my 
first season of campaigning in the 500cc class.” e.

Baeder makes 
spectacular come- 
back at AFM RR

RIVERSIDE, CA, MAY 22 

Just 10 weeks after a spectacular, 
haybale-scattering endo at the 
Daytona chicane which sent him 
to the hospital, Mike Baeder of 
La Habra, Calif. won 250 GP at 
Riverside. It was Baeder's first road 
race since the Daytona crash, in which 
he broke several ribs: 

Over 330 riders showed up for the 
American Federation of Motorcyclists 
(AFM) road race, but it soon became 
apparent that a showdown was coming 
up in 250 GP. First, Harry Klinzmann 
sent a message to announcer Larry 
Huffman that “I’m gonna kill 250 
GP." David Emde, who was involved 
in the Daytona chicane crash with 
Baeder, but with less injuries 
resulting, then sent his own note to 
Huffman. "If Harry Klinzmann is 
gonna win 250, he's gonna have to 
beat me, because I’m gonna win." 
Mike Baeder sent no messages. 

But Baeder led off the start, with 
Emde and Klinzmann behind. When 
Klinzmann tried going around Emde 
in the fast Turn Nine banked sweeper 
on the second lap, Klinzmann's bike 
seized and Klinzmann crashed right in 
front of Emde. 

"He did it right in front of me," said 
Emde later. "I think I bumped him 
with my bike — it was his bike or him, 
and if I had hit his bike, I would have 
endoed." 

"His bike's rear tire locked long 
enough to send up a big puff of 
smoke," said Rudy Galindo, who was 
behind Emde. The wheel-halting 
seizure was long enough and hard 
enough at 120 m.p.h. to send 
Klinzmann into the %-inch thick 
boiler-plate steel retaining wall outside 
the turn. Klinzmann was hospitalized 
with ankle injuries and bruises in the 
kidney area. 

The crash made certain. Baeder's 
victory, and although Emde could 
close up the gap before the end of the 








race, Baeder was still ahead where it 
counted the red flag at seven laps 
(to allow ambulance access to 
Klinzmann). 

Paul Ritter and his 750 Ducati 
stomped Open Production with 
brilliant 1:40-range lap umes, 
throughout the race staying within one 
second of his low mark of 1:40.12. Pat 
Eagan, who would later beat 69 bikes 
in Open Superstreet, was second 
overall, first Open Production on the 
Mr. Jags 1,000cc BSA triple. 

Mark Homchick beat the usual trick 
and not-so-trick Yamahas and a slew 
of new Hondas in 125 GP with an old, 
stock, A125 Yamaha fitted with tiny 
2.50X18 trigonic Dunlops. Cook 
Neilson on a Honda MT125R was 
second, with AFM 125 GP points 
leader Doug Draper third and 
Philippe deLespinary's water-cooled 
Yamaha fourth.

Mike Ubaldi, Barry Pelky and 
Andres Bales won the Mini Expert A 
Main, in that order. Ubaldi was free 
and clear in front while Pelky and 
Bales did the work for second. The 
race was halted with two laps to go for 
Ricky Russell, who was injured on the 
inside right-hander. 

Two RM 100’s numbered 17 gave 
the Kids class something to worry 
about. Mark Willaman was placed in 
the second row and came from behind 
to a thrid in the first lap, intent on the 
other #17, David Dantzman, pulling 
first.

JERICO, UT, MAY 15 

In the midst of the West's worst 
dought came a. week of steady 
rain, which was a Godsend to 
ranchers and a Devilsend to rac- 
ers. Three days into this week came 
Cherry Creek, normally beset by dust. 
The rain and other factors came 
together to spoil what could have been 
the best Cherry Creek ever. 

Utah's two big meetings, 
Widowmaker and Cherry Creek, are 
historical accidents. But unlike 
Widowmaker' Bees, the Salt Lake 
Motorcycle Club is primarily a 
roadriding club. Although members 
select themselves for touring, up to 
now, by chance, enough have been 
competition oriented to put on the 
many race meetings sponsored by the 
club. 

This year the club's nucleus of race 
workers, under stresses of weather and 
other problems, wasn't large enough 
to do what needed to be done. 

Not being able to read the future, 
the club planned a mini-race on 
Saturday, adding to last minute tasks. 
One of the most important workers, 
Rod Ivie, who was in charge of the 
desert loop, was called home Friday 
because of a death in the family. Like 
some racers, some club members 
who'd planned on coming stayed home 
on account of the rain. 

Saturday, the day of the mini-race, 
held together okay. By Sunday 
morning the lack of workers was 
showing as a crew went out to mend 
the Sand Loop, where markers had 
been torn away by the storm and there 
was no course to follow. Club 
president Lee Nielsen had to hustle to 
get enough people for the checkpoints. 
When the crew came back they were 
going to make a decision about the 
low-lying area on the first Desert 
Loop. 

When they did arrive, the race was 
already 45 minutes late. Racers were 
waiting, asking "Why haven't we 
started already," "Look at those storm 
clouds,” “we could have ridden a loop 
already before it rained.” The critical 
decision was made to go ahead with 
the race, not realizing how much the 
three miles of muddy area, easily 
rideable after Saturday's rain, had 
worsened overnight. 





race started well, the sun 
shining. The bomb run, usually 
plagued by dust, was fast and easy. 
The Bees had scouted well, got to the 
smoke bomb hill before most of the big 
boys. Riders swarmed up the steep 
path, the easy path, and in between. 

Motocrossers did well in the narrow, 
damp wash on the way to the first 
check. Everyone rode beautifully and 
looked great. Riders crowded the four 
checkers. 

Second checkpoint kept hearing 
bikes but not seeing them. People at 
the pits kept looking for bikes. A few 
riders came through. Riders continued 
to come along, mostly one by one. 
Gradually the word got around the 
course that most of the bikes were 
stuck in the mud. 

By the time the wave of novices 
arrived there were enough riders tuck 
that some novices saw them and went 
around, gaining an unexpected 
chance to finish Cherry Creek without 
much competition. 

Only a few bikes made it all the way 
through the mud. Overall winner 
Chuck Pettigrew was one. His 
Wheelsmith-prepared 450 Maico had 
enough power to keep going. Salt Lake 
Maico shop owner Don Gibbs, also 450 
Maico mounted, was another. Don 
says he did 100-yard sprints with old 
desert fox Preston Gerber, going wide 
open until they crashed, throwing a 
few mud balls at each other, then 
trying it some more until they were 
out. Gerbers KTM was the only 
smaller bore bike we know of to go all 
the way through. Laddie King, a 
strong, experienced desert rider from 
Green River made it on his 400 Yam. 
Fillmore, Utah, Yamaha shop owner 
Don Fuller, last year's and this year's 
second place finisher, also made it 
through on a brand new YZ400, and 
later said he spent two weeks deciding 
what bike to use — knowing he'd need 
a big bore if the weather was bad. 
Others went partly through and partly 
around. Some riders took a chance on 
missing a checkpoint and went 
around, some way around to the 
south. 

Those who escaped or evaded the 
mudhole had a beautiful ride on the 
40-mile Mountain Loop which circled 
out past volcanic Erickson Knoll, then 
back through the mountains. The 30- 
mile Sand Loop was damp, and even 
muddy on the return. 


Don Gibbs says he only saw one 
other rider, Preston Gerber, who 
passed him. Don was 10th overall in 
this, his first real desert race. 

Canny desert rat Ken Guio of Big 
Piney, Wyoming, Jack Benny class 
winner and 14th overall finisher, said 





he'd been riding out there for 10 years 
and there was no way he was going to 
ride into that mud. 

Billy Uhl, a 6-Days rider, didn’t 
think it was all that bad. He was mad 
because his Maico was only a 250, and 
seized just 25 yards from the end of the 
mud when it got too hot. 

Mort Brecker, fourth overall, of 
Pocatello, Idaho, who is used to 
anything, said it was an “interesting 
race. 

Some riders, lucky enough to be 
waved around or take a chance, won 
by fluke. 

Some winners were those you'd 
expect anyway. California’s Pettigrew, 
‘a semi-sponsored Maico rider, has 
been doing very well in his first full 
year of desert racing and is known to 
be tenacious. Fuller, who lives in the 
desert, has been riding Cherry Creek 
for 12 years and considers it the 
ultimate challenge. Fuller caught 
Pettigrew just before the finish, ate it 
in fifth gear, stuck his arm through the 
rear wheel, and still finished second 
after having to change a flat. Utahn 
Joel Quinn, third, is an excellent rider. 
Gerber, eighth, after a slowdown last 
year, has been finishing well in 777 
with his new KTM (1st 250 in the Mint 
400). Utahn Mel Kimball, 12th, is a 
top hillclimber even though he only 
gets to compete a couple of times a 
year. Mark Jones, 16th, is a sharp 
young racer. 

Some losers and their families were 
not. One woman accused the club 
ladies at the finish of sending the bikes 
into the mud so the club wouldn't have 
to buy any trophies. Jack Froelich, 
stuck in the mud, knew better than 
that. 

Many of the bikes were out by 
evening. Club members worked until 
four in the morning getting bikes out. 
A few bikes were retrieved Monday 
morning before rain drenched the 
area all over again, making it all but 
impossible to even walk in the four 
miles from the dirt road. Club 
members left until the next Saturday, 
Sunday and Monday when they could 
get off work again after a week spent 
setting course, and hopefully the area 
would be drying. The Juab County 
Sheriffs Posse, co-sponsors of the 
meeting, would be patrolling in the 
meantime. : 

For several years some local riders 
have been complaining that Cherry 
Creek is too difficult and not well 
enough marked by present day 
standards for novices. Yet not many 
are injured. Club members maintain 
that Cherry Creek is intended to be a 
tough race, not designed for 
beginners. Some moderation has crept 
in. For instance, the sand loop was 30 
miles long this year instead of 45 as in 
the past. 

I asked a spokesman for one of the 
desert clubs which have been critical 
of the SLMC if members of his club 
would be willing to help next year to 
insure that what they want can be 

'" done. No, he said, if it would be that 
good a race they would want to ride it. 

Wednesday following the race, a 
group of riders, fearful of the Alkali 
Monster eating away their bikes, hired 

. a helicopter to retrieve them. Also 
there are races next weekend. 

There was a large probability that 
Cherry Creek, a magnificent race at its 
best, would never be held again. But 
in'a last-minute development, a new 
group wants to work with the SLMC 
on Cherry Creek and the Turkey Run. 
The new group would supplement the 
SLMC beautifully. Watch for 
developments, desert lovers. e.

In the everyday world of mild 
*recreational activities and 8:00- 
5:00 desk jobs, being over 30 
years old isn't any real threat. 


But in the intense, physically- 
demanding and sometimes violent 
world of motocross, the term “Over- 
30"  horrifies most competitive 


motocross racers. There are notable 
exceptions, and if one is willing to pay 
the price, the handicap of increasing 
age can be overcome. But, as a general 
rule, the approach of age 30 means a 
rapid decline in the ability to stay up 
with the 16 and 18 year olds, not only 
in speed, but in daring and physical 
fitness. The over-30 competitor with a 
wife, family, and mortgage can’t take 
the chances that a 15-year old berserko 
artist might take. 

So, the Texas Over-30 State Moto- 
cross Championship was held for the 
first time this year by the Waco Motor- 
cycle Club. Chartered in 1934 by the 
A.M.A., Waco M.C. is the second- 
oldest motorcycle club in the United 
States. 7 

It all started Saturday evening with 
a barbecue and beer bust enjoyed by 
competitors gathered from the four 
corners of Texas. 


The 125 Novices got Sunday started 
about noon with a jet-fast start into a 
tight, flattrack style left hander. Mike 
Macejewski had the holeshot and 
immediately began stretching it out 
over the pack, developing a 20-second 
lead on a two-minute circuit after 15 
minutes of hard riding. Jim Calvert 
looked like he might move up to 
challenge Mike early on but could not 
hold the pace and had to settle for 
second. Tom Gregory crashed while 


trying to pass Calvert, breaking his 
finger. Despite the swollen and painful 
injury Gregory continued onto finish 
both motos, but'didn’t win a much- 
coveted trophy. 


Calvert had his revenge in the 
second moto as Macejewski got caught 
in traffic off the start. Macejewski 
fought hard to work through the pack 
all moto long and finally caught 
Calvert with one lap to go, but missed 
the pass at the finish by mere inches. 

The 125 Intermediate bash would 
have been a runaway for Earl Cherry, 
except that with less than two laps to 
go he endoed off of a high flying jump, 
breaking his collarbone. Unaware that 
he was injufed, Earl got up and 
finished the first moto in sixth place. 
He didn't feel up to the second moto. 
In Earl's absence, Suzuki-mounted Jim 
Barnes took the first round win. Jim 
also won the second moto, but not 
without some intense knobby-rubbing. 
That second moto was a close four 
man race between Barnes, Ronnie 
Mullen (Hon), Mac McKinley (Hus), 
and Tom Hollister (Yam). 

The 250 Novices, more than any 
other class; seemed to bring out the 
really vintage machinery. Bob Vatter 
on an RM Suzuki streaked to two of 
the cleanest holeshots you could ever 
want to see, but had his problems 
keeping them. He go all the pressure 
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Ronnie Mullen and Tom Hollister go for it in the Over-30 125 Int. race. 





he could stand in the first moto from 
Chuck Earle on a very ragged-out 
looking CZ. Vatter crashed in the first 
moto, giving the victory to Earle. It 
was Vatter and Earle again in the 
second moto but this time Bob was not 
letting anybody by. Chuck took his CZ 
to the overall with a 2-1 score while 
Bob settled for second with a 5-1. 


At the end of a full day of racing, 
the matter of overall state champ in 
the novice and intermedaite class had 
yet to be decided. The top five in each 
class were eligible to race one moto, 15 
minutes for novices, 20 minutes for 
intermediates, for the large four-poste 
trophy which would proclaim them 
state over-30 motocross champion. 
The novice final got underway with 
Bob  Vatter again pulling what 
appeared to be an easy holeshot on the 
rest of the pack. Vatter held his lead 
for about two laps before letting hard- 
charging Ben Baxter by. The first four 
riders were tight with Chuck Earle in 
third and Am Schultz fourth. They 
continued to circuit the track in close 
formation and were soon joined by 
Ron Doughty and Mike Macejewski, 
making it a very tight six-way race for 
the lead with just two laps to go. This 
was all for one trophy so when the 
white flag came out, things started 
popping. Spectacular passing attempts 
resulted in absolutely zero position 
changes and finally Bob Vatter 
crashed on the back side of the course 
in a desperation. pass, leaving Ben 
Baxter to drive home ahead of Chuck 
Earle by about two feet at the finish. 


Don Franklin took his big-bore 
Yamaha through the first turn ahead 
of the screaming pack once again, 
establishing himself quickly as the 
man to beat. Ed Terrell was back in 
fourth and charging while Franklin 
was pulling away. Terrell crashed on 
lap three while trying to pass 125 rider 
Jim Barnes. Despite being hopelessly 
behind, Ed continued to race. 
Meanwhile, Phil Oliver slowly but 


surely cut away at Franklin’s lead but 
once again fell short by mere feet when 
the checkered flag came out. Don 
Franklin had put on a powerful ride 
and his intermediate victory was well 
deserved. 

All of the riders exhibited a sense of 
good fun during the day. Some, after 
falling, waved to the crowd. They 
teased each other, laughed and 
thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 
Nicknames abounded on leathers, 
jerseys and vans. Don Franklin had the 
word “FAT” emblazoned in big 
orange letters across the back end of 
his leathers. After having seen his day- 
long performance, many riders came 
to’ the conclusion that he had 
accidentally left the letter “S” out of 
his nickname. Rod Doughty had 
“Dallas Fats” on the back of his jersey, 
and R.W. Abbott, aboard an 
automatic transmission 360 Husky had 
dubbed himself “01’ Shiftless.” Doc 
Winters, an M.D. by trade, simply 
had “DOC” stitched to the back of his 
well-worn leathers. 


So, who are these men who race 
over-30 motocross? The broad 
spectrum of riders defies any sort of 
stereotypical description, since they 
come from all walks of life. Present 
and ready to do battle in Waco were: a 
doctor from Granberry; a professor of 
economics from Texas A&M; the 
Dean of Students at El Centro College; 
the vice president of an export packing 
company; the district sales manager 
for Kirby; the owner of a publishing 
company; and the owner of a sports 
equipment manufacturing company. 
Others were accountants, mechanics, 
teachers, draftsmen, salesmen, and 
one rider who creates stained glass 
windows for churches. There is really 
no reason why such a diverse group of 
people should be partying together in 
the middle of a field on a Saturday 
night, except for their love of life, 
good times, and motocross racing. @

Here's a test ride on the track 
that will be built in the Louisiana 
Superdome for the June 4th 
Superdome Supercross: 

Out of the gate, the riders approach 
a pair of high-speed two-foot jumps, 
then skate into the first turn, which 
will be banked to a height of six feet. 
Next a 90" left hander, a short 
straightaway and over the first cross- 
cut jump, (five feet high on the inside 
line and two feet high on the outside) 
flying into the next turn. Exit the turn, 
down a straight section and over a six- 
foot drop-off jump. As soon as the 
riders land, they'll face three 10-foot 
peaks that have to be taken slowly. 
Over the third peak, and into a sandy 
sweeping turn and out onto a 260-foot 
sand straightaway.

bank, across the starting grid, and into 
the first whoop-de-doos. Over the 
second cross-cut jump, a quick left- 
right switchback, and up onto the 
eight-foot plateau. As soon as they get 
on top of the plateau, they'll be off of 
the other side, but have to make a 180° 
back up the grade to the top of the 
plateau again. Down eight-feet again, 
and into a banked 180°, and up the 
"steps" (Two four-foot elevations, 
bringing the riders up to eight-feet 
again) and then down a steep eight- 
foot slope. 

The course opens up a little here, 
into a left hander and over a series of 
roller coaster whoops called the 


"Zephyr," each about 10-feet high. 
Coming out of the "Zephyr," another 
180? left, a 90? right and over a 12-foot 
rollover. Then a right hand 
"speedway" sweeper, and a left hand 
two-berm turn (the inside line filled 
with sand). Over a small jump, and a 
hairpin that starts the riders on a slow 
climb to the top of a 15-foot hill. 
They'll accelerate down the hill and 
then fly up a 10-foot high jump which 
will launch the hotshots 100 feet. As 
soon as they land, it's on the brakes, 
over a three-foot rollover front wheel 
first into the sand pit. Out of the sand, 
onto the starting grid and across the 
finish line.

out of turn two to third and set his 
sights on Keener. Poovey then found 
himself at the front of a battle 
containing Hank Scott, Boody and 
Roberts. Campbell held on behind (I'd 
have won if I finished seven places 
further up.”) with Eklund and Gary 
Scott having their private battle for 
eighth. Gary, using the soft compound 
Goodyear DT.II front and rear, was 
finding out he had made a wrong 
choice; Eklund's shocks were not set 
right for the rough track. 

Keener led past the halfway flags 
with Springer coming on one lap later 
to take the lead out of turn two. 
Poovey was not tiring and Boody saw 
his chance to move into third and then 
move on Keener. Boody stuffed it 
under Keener in turn three on Lap 15 
for second while howling behind were 
Hank Scott, Roberts and Poovey. 

Springers lead evaporated with a 
bobble in turn three just before the 
white flag. "Coming into turn three I 
hit a hole that lifted the wheels off the 


ground. The next thing I know I'm 
sideways. I look over my shoulder and 
there's this big number 12 staring me 
in the face. I dropped low and shut the 
door and kept it closed to the 
checkered flag. Hey, I couldn't let him 
win could I?" Boody kept the pressure 
on right to the flag. "Jay was lucky," 
said Ted later, "if he hadn't got down 
when he did he would have been 
second for sure. Ill get him at 
Lousiville.” 

Keener, in third, was having a fight 
of his own as Hank Scott and Roberts 
carried their bid to put a Yamaha into 
the winner's circle right down to the 
flag with only a handful of feet 
separating each. “I'll take third,” said 
Keener. “Jay and Ted are good notch. 
(groove) riders. The cush (cushion) 18° 
coming up in two weeks at Louisville.” 

Afterward Roberts was in a good 
mood, “Me and the starting line have 
this thing going...we don’t like each 
other, Once I get the monoshock 
sorted out a little more and get 
another good engine built I'll run with 
the Harleys all day. First I have to get 
rid of this damned flu that's bothering 
me." 

The battle for Number One is 
shaping up and it looks like it'll be a 
damn good one. е
